DISCUSS HUERTA'S DECREE

American Charge d'Affairas Called by 


Telephone to Mexican Foreign Min- 
ister's Home on Subject of Latest 
Notes — Germans Watching Events 
Closely—Federals Withdrawn. 


Washington, Oct. 16.—The Spanish 


minister to Mexico has called a con- 
ference of the entire diplomatic corps 
In the Mexican capital to discuss 
Huerta's decree of dictatorship and the 
situation generally. Advices to that 
effect reached the state department 
from Charge O'Shaughnessy. 


Mexico 
City, Oct. 16. — Nelson 


O'Shaughnessy, American charge d'af- 
faires, was requested by telephone to 
call at the Mexican foreign office im 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
cabinet meeting, which had discussed 
the two communications from the Unit- 
ed States government. These, it is re- 
ported, contained a warning against 
the Mexican government's permitting 
harm to come to the Mexican deputies 
imprisoned by order of General Huer 
ta and referred also to the unconstitu 
tioual situation brought about by the 
forcible dissolution of the chamber of 
deputies. 


The American charge went to the 


foreign office'and remained there some 
time, but afterward declined to say 
anything on what had taken place.

Impeachment decided not to amend the 
fourth of the impeachment articles 
against William Sulzer and declared 
that the article was sufficiently broad 
to Include the testimony of Duncan W. 
Peck.

Tula wa« considered a blow to the 


bopei of Governor Sulzer. 
It meant 


that even if the articles bearing on the 
eftmpalga contributions were thrown 
•out the Peck testimony would stand. 


Pack had testified that the governor 


advised him to commit perjury before 
th* Frawley committee if he were asfe- 
•d stout the $800 contribution he made 
*B gateer1* campaign. 


The high court got together to re- 


sume its secret discussion of the legal 
•difficulties that block the verdict. The 
members expected that most of the 
day would be consumed in this exhaust- 
ing, not to say exasperating, exercise. 


It can be stated, on the very best au- 


thority, that the thoroughgoing Inten- 
tion of the court is to convict the gov 
•nor. But some of its more partic- 
ular members insist that he shall be 
convicted In strict accordance with the 
forms of law. 


Other members are rather hot over 


the delay. If a man committed a high- 
way murder and the Indictment stated 
that he approached his victim by way 
of one street, whereas he really ap- 
proached by another, it would not be 
considered extraordinary to convict 
the man nevertheless. The case of the 
governor is of the same sort, so say 
these members. 


It Is pointed out that the up state 


champions of 
Sulzer hare largely 


changed their minds since the Ryan 
testimony came out 
The Ryan testi- 


mony showed that Sulzer had been 
willing to deal with the political bosses 
up to the very week before his trial. 


Clamor For Acquittal Dies. 


This has flabbergasted the rather 


considerable up state following that 
thought of Sulsrer as an anti-Tammany 
hero and clamored to have him acquit- 


ted. 
The clamor has faded" a way In the 


last week, and the political observers 
here have the feeling that for the first 
time all sections of the state are pre- 
pared to hear a' verdict of guilty with- 
out making objection. 
Thia is why 


many members of the court are Impa- 
tient over the delay. 


The first question to be decided was 


whether the court has thjunaight to 
amend article 4 of the ch«*Sp^ • 


Should the court decide opt the next 


question Js -whether to proceed on arti- 
cle 4 as It stands. This line of action 
would be satisfactory' to the practical 
members of the^jfurt, but it would not 
satisfy the appeals judges nor some of 
the more conservative of the senate 
lawyers.

Washington, Oct. 16.—The Spanish 


minister to Mexico has called a con- 
ference of the entire diplomatic corps 
In the Mexican capital to discuss 
Huerta's decree of dictatorship and the 
situation generally. Advices to that 
effect reached the state department 
from Charge O'Shaughnessy. 


Mexico 
City, Oct. 16. — Nelson 


O'Shaughnessy, American charge d'af- 
faires, was requested by telephone to 
call at the Mexican foreign office im 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
cabinet meeting, which had discussed 
the two communications from the Unit- 
ed States government. These, it is re- 
ported, contained a warning against 
the Mexican government's permitting 
harm to come to the Mexican deputies 
imprisoned by order of General Huer 
ta and referred also to the unconstitu 
tioual situation brought about by the 
forcible dissolution of the chamber of 
deputies. 


The American charge went to the 


foreign office'and remained there some 
time, but afterward declined to say 
anything on what had taken place.

Impeachment decided not to amend the 
fourth of the impeachment articles 
against William Sulzer and declared 
that the article was sufficiently broad 
to Include the testimony of Duncan W. 
Peck.

Tula wa« considered a blow to the 


bopei of Governor Sulzer. 
It meant 


that even if the articles bearing on the 
eftmpalga contributions were thrown 
•out the Peck testimony would stand. 


Pack had testified that the governor 


advised him to commit perjury before 
th* Frawley committee if he were asfe- 
•d stout the $800 contribution he made 
*B gateer1* campaign. 


The high court got together to re- 


sume its secret discussion of the legal 
•difficulties that block the verdict. The 
members expected that most of the 
day would be consumed in this exhaust- 
ing, not to say exasperating, exercise. 


It can be stated, on the very best au- 


thority, that the thoroughgoing Inten- 
tion of the court is to convict the gov 
•nor. But some of its more partic- 
ular members insist that he shall be 
convicted In strict accordance with the 
forms of law. 


Other members are rather hot over 


the delay. If a man committed a high- 
way murder and the Indictment stated 
that he approached his victim by way 
of one street, whereas he really ap- 
proached by another, it would not be 
considered extraordinary to convict 
the man nevertheless. The case of the 
governor is of the same sort, so say 
these members. 


It Is pointed out that the up state 


champions of 
Sulzer hare largely 


changed their minds since the Ryan 
testimony came out 
The Ryan testi- 


mony showed that Sulzer had been 
willing to deal with the political bosses 
up to the very week before his trial. 


Clamor For Acquittal Dies. 


This has flabbergasted the rather 


considerable up state following that 
thought of Sulsrer as an anti-Tammany 
hero and clamored to have him acquit- 


ted. 
The clamor has faded" a way In the 


last week, and the political observers 
here have the feeling that for the first 
time all sections of the state are pre- 
pared to hear a' verdict of guilty with- 
out making objection. 
Thia is why 


many members of the court are Impa- 
tient over the delay. 


The first question to be decided was 


whether the court has thjunaight to 
amend article 4 of the ch«*Sp^ • 


Should the court decide opt the next 


question Js -whether to proceed on arti- 
cle 4 as It stands. This line of action 
would be satisfactory' to the practical 
members of the^jfurt, but it would not 
satisfy the appeals judges nor some of 
the more conservative of the senate 
lawyers.
